Mr, Lansing places them io 
this order of importanca, giving 
tha famous Frenchman so much 
the first place almost as to make 
him dictator. of the proceedings. 
making Mr. Wilsan a bad second 
—-this may be purely an Ameri- 
can Viewpoint—and Mr. Lloyd 
George an equal third. 

The book may as well have 
been described as “The Big 
Threa,” besause, for all its com. 
pliments to him, Signor Orlando 
is depicted as hardly in the run- 
ning. Mr. Lansing, as American 
Secretary of State (ie, Foreign 
Minister), was nextto Mr. Wilson, 
the principal American delegate.

Chao must hare been better 
informed. He went on: “We 
have eren—and there area not 
fmany nations which have set 
the lead—devised a series of air- 
roail stamps, and here J have the 
represetitations of the stamps.”

postage stamps bave a market

He next praised th Chinesea 
postal service asthe most wonder- 
fal in the world, considering the 
greatexteot of the country and 

iGculties_tbathare—to—be 
met, He contrasted it with the 
foréign mails from Europe, to tha 
latter's dissdvantage—an easy 
task—but Be tock care not to in- 
form the Conference that it was 
aninstitution run by foreigners, 
and very little of the credit which 
be claimed was due to the 
Chinese. He further assured 
them: “The Chinese Post 
Office, which I chim to be 
one of the most progres- 
sive in the. world, will saon be 
thoroughly up-to-date in respect 
of air-mail services.” . 

In conclusion, Mr. Coao took 
upon his shoulders the mantle of 
the prophet, and still further 
gulled the ears.of his audience, 
while he made their mouths 
water, by depicting the ecormous 
orders for flying machines which 
would soon ba reaching England 
from this progressive country 
called China. The Chinese would 
not manuiacture these them- 
selves, as they were too busy 
attending to other matters, 
but: “You will find that we 
shall come into the’ market to 
‘buy, and buy ne doubt ona 
large scale, and we shall choose 
andoublediy the best market for 
the purpose,” (England to wit} 
‘After ‘that it might be expected 
every manufacturer present at 
the Conference would tmmediate- 
ly become a warm admirer of 
China, and there was no one 
there to tell how Messrs. Vickers 
and Handley-Page are" left 
wondering where the money is 
to como from to pay for the 150 
machines which they supplied. 

’ We can woll imagine how Mr. |. 
Chao—or Mr. Chu as our corres- 
pendent calls him, (his name 
being Chao Hsin-chu) for it is 
not known in London that Chi- 
nese matters must always betaken 
the other way rovnd—thoroughly 
enjoyed this glorious leg-pull of 
the British public.
